Reggae  is  the  product  of  Jamaican  culture.  It  is 
Jamaican  culture.  Its  roots  are  very  deeply  imbedded  in 
the  Jamaican  way  of  life.  England  and  the  Reggae  that 
originates  from  the  immigrant  population  and  the 
children  born  there  is  proof  of  it  being  culture.  "You 
can  take  the  music  out  of  the  country  but  .  ,  ."  As 
culture  it  has  to  be  evolutionary  and  have  its  base 
within  the  masses  of  the  people.  Because  of  the  nature 
of  the  press,  particularly  the  Western  one,  we  are  often 
times  misled  to  think  that  Reggae  is  the  invention  of 
Bob  Marley  or  Toots  Hibbert  (of  Toots  and  the 
Maytals  who  coined  the  word).  Neither  has  a  monopoly 
on  either  quality  or  content.  Lest  you  misunderstand, 
though  Bob  Marley  cannot  be  credited  with  its 
invention,  he  has  done  more  for  the  music's 
development  and  international  appeal  than  anyone  else. 
The  man  is  simply  a  master  or  genius  (a  god.-*) 

I,  cannot  however,  fail,  as  so  many  others  have,  to 
keep  in  your  mind  and  before  your  eyes  the  fact  that 
Reggae  is  the  result  of  the  Jamaican  historical  process. 
This  fact  should  be  further  clarified  by  saying  that  the 
creativity  of  the  artist  is  not  diminished.  The  artist  is 
not  straight-jacketed  by  the  culture  but  the  culture 
frees  the  artist  to  create,  hence  the  variety  of  styles  but 
the  retention  of  the  "monotonous"  beat  that  is 
characteristic  of  Reggae. 

As  culture  Reggae  is  the  possession  of  Jamaicans  the 
world  over;  they  are  the  fountainhead  of  the  music. 
This  does  not  mean  that  only  Jamaicans  can  play 
Reggae  but  it  does  mean  that  Reggae  cannot  be 
invented  or  evolved  by  anyone  else  forever.  No,  the 
Clash,  Blondie  and  Pecker  should  not  be  forbidden  from 
playing  the  music  but  it  is  insulting  when  their 
imitation  can  reap  such  wide  acclaim  and  make  tons  of 
money.  The  spectre  of  racism. 

You  may  not  be  a  social  scientist  and  couldn't  care 
less  about  where  the  music  has  its  roots.  You  just  want 
to  hear  some  good  Reggae.  If  you  haven't  heard  of  Bob 
Marley  and  the  Wailers  you  are  either  deaf  or  living  in 
your  final  resting  place.  Any  album  by  that  group  is 
essential.  If  you  wish  material  that  predates  Island 
Record  releases  you  will  have  to  go  to  Brooklyn  or 
drop  me  a  line  for  sources.  Toots  and  the  Maytals  are 
also  required  listening.  Third  World  is  a  brilliant  band 
that  performs  better  on  stage  than  they  sometimes  do 
on  records  but  their  albums  (though  I  am  disappointed 
with  their  Arise  in  Harmony)  are  worth  checking  out. 
Burning  Spear  and  Culture  are  essential.  Black  Uhuru 
are  the  hottest  new  item  out  of  Jamaica  and  the 
Gladiators  have  done  some  interesting  work  on  the 
Virgin  label.  The  Abyssinian,  Bunny  Waller,  Peter 
Tosh  must  be  in  your  collection. 

My  love  is  the  Reggae   music  out  of  England  and 
Steel  Pulse  are  the  absolute  best.  They  are,  probably, 
the  best  band  playing  the  music  at  present  and  Bob 
Marley's  favorite  along  with  Burning  Spear.  Matumbi 
and  Black  Slate  are  two  very  good  bands.  They  have 
solo  albums  that  have  been  released  here  and  should  be 
available.  Steel  Pulse  has  three  albums  all  on  Mango. 
The  artist  that  you  may  be  most  impressed  with  is 
Linton  Kwesi  Johnson  who  insists  that  he  is  a  poet  and 
not  a  recording  artist  but  he  is  wasting  his  time  making 
such  a  denial.  The  man  is  baaaaaad!  He  is  also  on 
Mango  Records. 

Locally  the  scene  is  livening  up  with  Kwame 
Heshimu's  album.  Follow  I,  Jah  Mallah's  recent 
release  on  Modern  Records  and  Monyaka's  Classical 
Roots.  Look  out  for  Warieka  as  you  will  be  hearing  and 
seeing  more  of  them.

JUNE  MARATHON 

The  second  stage  of  our 
new  on-the-air  fundraising 
plan  gets  underway 
Monday,  June  1,  at  7:15 
a.m.  Under  this  new 
approach,  we  have  so  far 
been  able  to  cut  back  on 
the  amount  of  air  time  we 
spend  asking  listeners  to 
pay  for  their  own  radio 
station.  The  first  stage  of 
this  plan  was  the  most 
successful  marathon  we've 
had  in  six  years. 

The  final  tally  in  the 
March  Thon  was 
$94,550 — an  average  of 
over  $6,700  per  day.  The 
average  dailv  tally  in  the 
Fall  1980  Thon  (our  best 
fundraising  drive,  at  that 
point,  in  over  5'/2  years) 
was  about  $3,400.  So 
we're  starting  to  make 
things  work. 

The  Station  is  still 
operating  at  a  deficit,  but 
there's  a  little  light  now 
at  the  end  of  the  bills.  We 
need  now  to  maintain,  if 
not  improve  upon,  the 
pace  we  set  in  March.  We 
need  to  raise  a  minimum 
of  $75,000  between  June 
1  and  June  14.

HANNS  EISLER,  A  REBEL  IN  MUSIC.  One  of 

the  most  remarkable  composers  of  the  twentieth 
century  is  practically  unknown  in  this  country. 

Hanns  Eisler  (1898-1962)  began  a  traditional  music 
career  with  four  years  of  study  under  Arnold 
Schoenberg,  who  considered  him  one  of  his  three  finest 
students  (along  with  Alban  Berg  and  Anton  Webern). 
Eisler,  however,  was  an  active  Marxist,  and  he  rejected 
the  ivory  tower  existence  of  most  composers  in  favor  of 
a  life  devoted  to  composing  for  a  mass  audience.  Much 
of  his  music  is  to  texts  that  support  Marxist  and 
Communists  ideals,  yet  he  always  remained  faithful  to 
the  musical  traditions  embodied  by  Bach,  Mozart  and 
Beethoven. 

Eisler  was  close  friends  for  over  25  years  with 
Bertolt  Brecht,  another  Marxist.  Together,  they  created 
works  for  stage,  film,  workers'  choruses,  and  political 
groups. 

Eisler  lived  in  the  United  States  from  1938-1948. 
During  six  years  in  Hollywood,  he  composed  music  to 
eight  films,  one  of  which  won  him  an  Oscar. 

In  1947  he  was  summoned  to  testify  before  the 
House  Committee  on  Un  American  Activities.  The 
following  year  he  was  deported,  accused  of  being  "the 
Karl  Marx  of  Communism  in  the  musical  field."' 

Eisler  spent  most  of  his  last  years  in  East  Germany  as 
one  of  that  country's  most  honored  citizens.  (He  wrote 
the  East  German  national  anthem.)  The  man  who 
studied  under  Schoenberg  and  who  wrote  music  for  the 
Hollywood  film  industry,  ended  his  days  composing  for 
the  state. 

This  program  will  feature  unavailable  recordings  of 
Eisler's  music  and  rare  reminiscences  from  Mordecai 
Bauman  who  knew  and  worked  with  him.  Produced  by 
Ted  Cohen  and  Mordecai  Bauman.
